THE INCOME TAX. 

Mr. HARPER presented a communication 
from Gen. Pleasanton, Commissioner of In- 
terual Revenue, relating to the income tax, 
which was referied to the Committee of Ways 
avd Means. 

Commis:ioner Pieasanton’s communi-ation 
eays: ‘I regard the tax as one, of all others, 
the most obnoxious to the gentus of the people, 
beir g inquisitorial in its nature, and dragving 
to public view an exposition of the most pos- 
itive poonniary aflairs of citizens. Such un- 
willirg exposition can be compulsorily eflect- 
ed only through the maintenance of the most 
expersive machmery; and “both the 
nature of the tax aud the 
meaus ~- necessarily employed iu its 
euforcement appear to be regarded by the 
better class of citizens with more aud more 
disfayor from year to year. It is, furthermore, 
most difficult to exact a statement, e-pec ially 
of large business ram ficalion:, "and where 
long periods of time arc involved in extend- 
ed commercial affairs. 

“There is a question as to its consiitutipn- 
ality, but as to that I express no opinion. 
The amount denved from that source has 
under legislation already been greatly dimin- 
isbed, and I am so well satistied that its evils 
more than counterbalance the benefits derived 
from its longer rete ntion that I recommend 
its unconditiona' repeal.”

izeps Of the several States freedom of transit anJ 
trade. 

Philadelphia wants to enjoy all the benefits of 
scllipg its wares and m-rehandise in all the 
cities of the continent, witbout paying a far- 
thing for the support of those cities. A local 
merchant is compelled to pay taxes in the snape 
ef license, e'c., all of which. by Coneressional 
Hiv, sulaceIphia wants to €scape’ and put into 
her own pocket. The Alimerican thinks the way ig 
cobeliderably hedged up, and safs:

OCR SOUTHERN TRADE.—Theére are a class of 
questions bearing upon the trade of the West 
which have been too iung overlooked, and, being 
ofa Character which Deltber indivisual nor asso- 
Clatet enterprise cao solve, properiy belong to 
the government, -nd shou!d bave its earnest at- 
tenilon. Ttis recognition of the laterests of the 
West by the government will never be secured 
until the people invest the subject with more 
earoestuess than has bitherto been shown, We 
refer to the trade r: lations «Xistipg between the 
United States and the West Indies, Mexico, and 
Central and South America. Mr. Wells, fayor- 
jbg 4 Lill to place ines of steamers ip the trade 
between New Orleans and Mexico, states that the 
exports southward on (his continent during the 
last decade were $463,000,000, and imports from 
thence $502,000,000, leaying a clear balance of 
$128,000,000 to be paid in specie or exchange. 
The New Orleans Picayune, in commenting upea 
the subject, says: 


So litle attention has been piid to the traffic of 
this country with our Deighbors to the south of 
a that the leak of specie in that direction has 

ssumed alarming proportions. Secfetary Fish 
thinks that the emancipation of the slaves in the 
Soutbern States will in the course of time adjaat 
the ma‘ter. At least he had the temerity to make 
a report lo tbat effect @ ansWer to a resolu:ion of 
Congress. Like many other high functionaries 
his knowledge of the Commercial relations of the 
country was so exiremely limited that the whole 
question of the South Am-rican trade Wasa mys- 
tery, and he fell back upon the negro to answer 
the questicn.

TAXES ON DISTILLED SPIRITS.—The regular 
Washington correspondent of the New York 
Jourpal of Commerce, who keeps the readers of 
that paper thorcugbly posted upou all matters 
bearing upoao trade in any cf its departments, 
writes under reesnt date as fvullows: 

Some (wo weeks ago certain dl .tillerg and deal- 
ers in distilled spirits announced that we in 
Washington would keep our eyés and ears open 
we wculd noticé a change ia the lee! jacuve mind 
regarding the tax on wbisky and otber distilied 
spirits, This was said in a very significant way, 
and attempts to pry into the secret were met 
With the suggestive advice **‘Walt and see.”’ Since 
then all parties seem to have abandoned the idea 
of securipg an increase of tax,for the refsone 
tbat those who had small s'ocks opposed it, and 
the Commitiee of Ways and Means was fouud to 
be hostile to the provosition. The expected 
“change ip the legi-lative mind’’ is now appur- 
eut, The Commissiovuer of Internal Revenue has 
urged the members of the Committee of Ways 
and Means to consolidate all svecial and specific 
taxes lotoa direct tax of One sum. He places 
the sumatiic a gallon, Every distiller, dealer. 
Or Other mau yet heard from, who has any in- 
tere:t In the business, has agreed to do his best 
to secure Lbis Change at the present sression. The 

whisky dealers generally compute the 
present tax at between @fand 65 cents, 
they Go not care whether It 1s made 60, 65, 7 
jo cents.

direct tax is pot paid till the spirits are solid. 
They say they are ovliged to be continually dis- 
counting thelr paper to pay special taxes, while, 
ifalithbe taxes on spirits are consolidated, they 
cab pay them whea taken out of bond for sale, 
and not be subject to the ennoyances and ex- 
pense that have eiready destroyed a great many 
distilling establishments. They say umiless this 
is aone, eeveral large distilleries must be num- 
bered in the hat of commercial failures in the 
spring. 

A prominent member of the Committee of 
Ways and Means says that committee will not 
agree to the consclida:ion at this session. A large 
number of Cungressmen look with favor on the 
proposition urged by the whisky interest, and if 
giveo a chance, Will vote forit. This isthe pre- 
dicted change, but it is o61 stropg enough yet to 
Carry the consolidation.

If the Bostoolans want 
wholesome, good beef, they cannot do better than 
in the West, where no disease nor the semblauce 
of disesse exists. Itis unfalr to ue, because lt 
ocestuoys a branch of trade In which a large 
smount of. capital has been invested, wi hout avy 
justifiable reason.”

Just before the first yote was taken.on 
the Cincinnati Southern railroad bill, Mr. 
Harcourt, of Spencer, submitted as a 
substitute a bill granting a charter in the 
usual terms to Kentucky corporators tor 
the consftuction of a railroad trom a point 
opposite Cincinnati to the southern boun- 
dary of our State. This at once brought 
the Southern railroad men all up in arms. 
They declared that the substitute was not 
at all germain to the subject, and on that 
ground vehémently contended against its 
being entertained. The Speaker of the 
House very properly sustained their point 
of order; for certainly nothing is less akin 
to a plain Kentucky railroad charter than 
the Cincinnati bill. Thatis just what we 
have been saying all along.

The Louisville Commercial says‘ “The 
CoURIER-JOURNAL SUIpIised us hy stating 
yesterday that, in its opimion, the passage 
of the Cincinnati railroad bill would benefit 
Louisville. We would like for it to give 
at length its reasons for thinking so. And 
we wish to be understood distinctly: We 
are not surprised at its saying that it thinks 
so, if it does think so, but we are surprised 
that it thinks so, and it is a laudable cu- 
riosity which fills us with a desire to know 
why.” 

In all our remarks on this subject, late 
and early, last winter and this winter, we 
urged that we were not acting at the be- 
hest of any special local interest when we 
opposed the Cincinnati bill, but in answer 
to a general State interest, adding the opin- 
10n that the adoption of the Ferguson 
scheme by the Legislature, whilst sacri- 

‘ficing Kentucky, would benefit—certainly 
‘that it would not injure—the city of Lou- 
isville. The reasons we have assigned tor 
this opinion, and we have stated them over 
and over, are that the prospect of a road 
from Cincinnati to the South would com- 
pel the Louiswille and Nashville road to 
finish its Knoxville branch and force the 
people to put through the projected Chat 
tanooga road, thus giving Louisville a se- 
ries of Southern communications unsur- 
passed, and if vigorously handled not to 
be rivaled. It would, in other words, 
stimulate our commerce by facing us with 
a competitor. Besides, it would knock 
many of our slow notions on the head, and 
along with them some of our old fogies. 


In short, 1t would do what competition al- 
ways does—that ic, wakon and bnghton 


the spirit of business life, and by this agency 
place Louisville, which bas so many 
Soutbern lines already in existence, far 
ahead of Cincinnati before Cincinnati 
could get half way to Chattanooga with her 
lubberly and law-encumbered scheme. 
We need just such a stimulant, and if we 
bad been representing a special Louisville 
jnterest, we should have advocated the 
bill, made demagogical fair weather with 
Central Kentucky, formed some profitable 
alliances at Frankfort, and trusted to luck 
and the long run to get out of the business 
more than the apparent but noi real dis- 
advantage of a competing line of railroad 
to the South. That competing line is ex- 
actly what we want. The only Louisville 
interest that does not want it is the Lou- 
isville and Nashville railroad. Of course 
that does not want it. But give us a 
Louisville competitor to the Louisville and 
Nashville road, and we do not care how 
many roads Cincinnati builds, provided 
they are conducted as thoroughtares and 
not as cut-throat Cincinnati jobbers, such 
as this Ferguson bill proposes. 

This has been our notion all along, and, 
as we have repeatedly given it in detail, 
we are surprised at the surprise expressed 
by the Commercial. Last winter some oi 
the Toniaville delegation undertook to in. 
struct us as to how we should conduct the 
discussion, and were not a little vexed be- 
cause, though we listened patiently to 
their suggestions, we declined to tollow 
their counsel In answer to complaints 
made at the time, we reminded them and 
the public that, whilst the members for 
Louisville are sent to Frankfort, in a cer- 
tain sense, as attorneys for the city and 
well paid for their services, the constituen- 
cy of the CoURIER-JOURNAL is scattered 
ali over the State, and 1s particularly strong 
in Central Kentucky, so that the CouRIER-

The 
Nasbvilie railroad was our only.outiet to the 
South, and for a great portion of the time in the 
busiest seasons of trade it could not transport 
the freight desired to be shipped over it.

The result was (that trade 
went to S&S. Louisand Cincinnail because mer- 
chants could get their goods in a reason- 
able time apd at better rates. This road 
was an absolute necessity to Loula- 
ville, and if the citizens of Cincinnati! could levy 
a tax of ten millions of dollars for the sake of 
securipg this vast Soutbern trade, be thought 
Loulsvilie, With more than half ber population, 
could slarnda tax of one-Of.b of that amount for 
atrade she must have, and without which she 
bad nothing.

TRANSPORTATION. 


Board of Trade Meeting this Evening 
at 7 1-2 o’cleck. 


Important Qaestions to be Considered. 


Tbe adjourved meeting of t!.e Board of Trade, 
to be held this evening, at 73¢ o'clock, at the 
rooms of the Institutlop, derives imporiance 
from the fact that the question of railroad con- 
nection with the South is made the special order 
of business, and the whole subi.ct will. doubi- 
less, be breught before the meeting in the di:- 
cussions likely to grow out of the commuanica- 
tion from the Knoxville Board of Trade urging 
the completion of the railroad to thatcity. Just 
now the subject of srapsportation is being preity 
thoroughly aired, and arguments, pro and con, 
are becomirg ponderous. The more that ls said 
upon one side the more li seems possible 
may be sald upon the other side of the question, 
until short-lines, direct lines, county subscrip- 
tions, city eubsecriptions, taxes, bonds, 
stocks, etc., indefinitely, are getting the whole 
subject somewhat coafused; and, in addition to 
thir, the position of the Ma;or and the probable 
yct'on of the Council upon the subject of aid to 
projected rcads, tumd tos til further complicate 
the questions atissue. Still further, the manage- 
ment of the Louteville and Nashyille railroad is 
being debated with an‘ earnestness which, in 
some quarters at least, 1s not regarded in conso- 
Lance with the trade interests of the city. We 
are Clearly of the opinion (tbat the time has arrived 
tor calm discussion among our business men and 
(apitelists,snd wben Louisville cannot afford to be 
divided en questions involving her future growth 
and position as a Western trade center. It strikes 
us very forcibly that the commerce of Louisville 
is not promoted by publications which declare 
that buyers can make better investments by going 
elsewhere: If there ts an Imperative demand for 
greater railroad facilities for transporting freights 
fgurce can he made to demonstrate the fart an 
clearly and conclusively that the popular volce 
will now,as im the past, vote reasonable aid. 
What is now wanted is calm discussion-upon 
the real merits of propositions, and we 
regard the meeting appointed for this evening a 
favorable opportunity to inaugurate a dispas- 
sionate interchange of opinion among our busi- 
ness men. The Mayor and Council have been 
invited and have returned a favorable re- 
sponse tothe fuvitation. Aside from being offi- 
cers of the city charged with grave legislative 
cuties, they are citizens, business men ard capi- 
taliste, and mpst necessarily bave a deep inter- 
est tn all questions affecting the commercial ad- 
vancement of the city. The completion of the 
Knoxville branch cf the Louisville and Nasbh- 
ville ratlroad Is the subject to be discussed this 
evening, but, as we have remarked, other ques- 
tions bearitg upon our communication with the 
South will be broughilo. It 13 nesdless 
to remask here that it is not wise in public meet- 
ings, the proceedings of which are to be thrown 
broadcast over the land, where questions of great 
vital tnterest are discussed, to demand that every 
negotiation looking to the genera! welfare shal! 
be made public;on the contrary It is prudent as 
well ag generous to accept declarations made by 
men of character that proper vigilance ts being 
exercised and proper energy employed to realize 
as far es practicable, and at the earliest day pos- 
ible, the expectations of the public mind. We 
shall be giad to chronicle the fact that the meet- 
ing this evening resulted iv a better understand- 
ing amoog the merchants and business men of 
the city of thefr views upon the questions we 
have slinded to, and result in bringing abeut 
unity of action In carlying into execution meas- 
ures designed to promute the public good.
